Wed- 
nesday night 1,100 whisky cases, sup- 
posed to contain bottled whisky, were 
found by prohibition agents. The cases 
wore filled with roeka to bring thom 
up to weight. 

The Kentucky sUte prohibition of- 
fice at Louisville, acting on orders of 
David H, Blair, prohibition ofUclal at 
Washington, probably will aeize the 
free wnrehouae of tbe distillery and 
aell tha liquor atorad therein to per- 
aona holding whisky parmita, Mr. 
Bnmam aaid yeatwday. 

In addition to the whlaky cases 
tniad with rooks, prohibition agenu, 
according to Mr. Bumara, tOnnd that 
100 cases of whisky had been taken 
from the warehouse. 

Tile first Indication that whisky had 
been taken from the free warehouse 
of the Old '7C DIsllllery was re<olvpil 
by prohibition aRcnlsi in letters si'nt 
them by persons living near the rtis- 
tUlery, It was disclosed yesterday.

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WuUngton, D. O. — "The Harding 
administration would have atuIUfied 
Itself had It accepted tht- iuvitation of 
• the alllied gov^iimonts to attend the 
forthcoming i^ni'ereiue at Tho 
Hague", ileclares the Ueinibli. an Pub- 
licity Association- "No pliasc of the 
foreign police of the I nitPd States in 
the past year has been dearer than 
that relating to Europe in gonral and 
to Russia in particular. It ehns been 
repeated on numerous occasions by 
President Harding and Secretary 
Hughes, until every dtisens of our 
own country who reads is familiar 
■ with it and every foreigner who cares 
to Inform himself has made its ac- 
quaintance. 

"President Harding had been in the 
White House little more than a month 
when the State Department declared 1 
its [losition toward Russia. It was 
plainly staled that tlie I nited Slates 
could have no oflicial intercourse with j 
the Russians until productivity had j 
beeu made sociire in that country, 
thereby establishing suitable bases of 
credit. There has been no deviation 
from that policy and that Is where the 
United States stands today. 

"When the Genoa conference was 
called it became apparent that the 
Russian question would be the para- 
mount subject of diionsston; in other 
words, that the oonfetcace would be 
-political rather than. economic. The 
United SUtea declined to participate 
in those deliberations ft>r that reason. 
Tho soundness of tliat position was 
strlkii«ly emphasized when it was 
disclosed at the conference that a se- 
cret treaty had been made between 
Germany and Russia tending to set tt 
naupht any efforts the allies miBht 
make for a ge/eral understandinK in 
Euro e. The willignetis of this coiin- 
try to contribute to the economic wel- 
fare of Europe has been demonstrated 
on oofasions too numerous to nien- 
tion, but It is no true American " hn 
woul'.l wish to see his con:itr yin- 
.TOlvcd in political bickerings such u 
featured the Oenoa meeUng. 

"With their 78ar4>ld policy toward 
Russia and the reirtlations of the 
Oeaoa oonferenoa before tbem, Fres- 
Idaot Harding and Seoretarr Hughes 
did not beiltate In framing their reply 
to the alUed Invitation tie The Hague 
meetli-.g. It was nneanlTOoal 'No 
coupled with a reiteration of the 
American attitude regarding Russia 
It Is true that the United States Indi- 
cated a willingness to join the allied 
governments 'In arranging for an In- 
quiry by experts into thu economic 
situation in Russia and tho necessary 
remedies." But of course participa- 
tion In such an Inquiry Is totally dif- 
ferent from representation in The 
Hagne parleys. The one would be 
merdy to assemble facts, while the 
qther ^ bo an ^attempt to act upon 
noh infimMtUm as may be at band.

to Tho Hague invitation. Nothing con- 
tributed 80 much to Mr. Wilson's Iobk 
of prestige in Paris as his constant 
wobbling to fit the changinc situation, 
and nothing is aiding so much in win- 
ning back the respect of Europe as the 
nniwerrlng international policies of 
Oa BapiAUcan Adminiatratlon."
